REFINED SUGAR. 


Wijr Wages Over the JVhite Artt- 


'Willett & Gray's Statistical, April, 


says: "As raws are certain to con- 
tinue advancing throughout the pres- 
ent campaign, there can be no risk in 
carrying a full supply of refined. But 
there are other contingencies in the re- 
fined trade growing out of the com- 
petition for business at losing prices 
which are coming to the front, such as 
the possible relations of the retail sugar 
trade to the refiners. The American 
Sugar Refining Company have made an 
advance move in the war which strikes 
at the very base and foundation of the 
original initiation of the war, which 
was the Arbuckles 2-lb. paper package 
sugar. 


"The American Sugar Refining Com- 


pany are now showing a 2-lb. cotton 
bag package of granulated sugar, which 
will naturally take precedence over the 
paper packages of the Arbuckles at the 
same price, and thus strike a severe 
blow at the latter in their heretofore 
impregnable point. Every day develops 
that the sugar war is a battle of giants, 
and can only end in the acknowledged 
supremacy of one side or the other. 
AH reports of arrangements, settle- 
ments, combinations, purchases of re- 
fineries, are idle rumors for stock Job- 
bing purposes, and it would seem now 
that the sugar stock has been manipu- 
lated to a higher point than it will be 
able to maintain for long. On tbe Pa-

"NEW YORK, April 19— A cable to 
the Sun from Manila says: General 
Rlos, the Spanish commander In the 
Philippines, who will shortly leave the 
islands In obedienice to orders from 
Madrid, la about to make a final effort 
to secure the liberation of the Spanish 
prisoners held by the Insurgents. In 
pursuance of this object, General Rioa 
will send Colonel Resales and Colonel 
Romtno through the lines from Ma- 
lolos to offer, upon the authority of 
General Otis, to release all of the Fili- 
pino prisoners in the hands of the 
Americans In exchange for the release 
of the Spanish prisoners in the hands 
of the insurgents. All o! the Filipino 
prisoners in the Spanish penal colonies 
will also be released under the same 
agreement 


The Spanish newspaper, Oceania, 


says that Strain's native troops at Zim- 
boanga, on the island of Mindanao, 
have been disbanded, but the men re- 
fused to give up their arms, saying that 
they had further use for them.

When Wm. Walter Phelps, who had 


an*ny acquaintancea here, was appoint 
«d one of the commissioners for the 


of the Tripartite treaty relat- 


ing to Samoa, he was told more than 
once that <he weak point in any ar- 
rangement would be the Samoan cnor- 
Mtor. But he replied that the Samoan 
ilimit surely have at least some char- 
acter, that would bring him up to the 
lord of proper conduct. Mr. Phelps 
thought that the Samoans, once in- 
structed in the knowledge of political 
duties, would behave themselves. And, 
gifted as he was, also believed that the 
negro could be taught political wisdom 
oft band, and at once become a good 
ctttacen. He failed to fully realize m 
toth cases the immobility of character, 
th* tyranny of custom, and the difficul- 
ties of getting rid of racial habits. 


The treaty of Berlin assumed that 


tbe Samoans had sufficient political 
character to meet the requirements ol 
the treaty. Not only the American 
Commissioner, and the British Coon- 
mtasioner, hut Bismarck, were quite 
satisfied with what they had 
done, 


•hook hands cordially, and toastec 


other over the agreement and 


praised their own cleverness, and tiie

Powers would peaceably get into the 
little Samoain 'boat and paddle it. 


But the Muse of History, wiser than

USIVEBSITY EXTENSION. 


The members of the University Club 


agreed after some debate to favor the 
•work •of University Extension here 
•Hie oBly question raised was one re- 


the best methods of making 


it successful here, under our peculiar 
conditions, but the prevaihn opinion 
is that the plan of extension should be 
fairly tried. 


The theory of the Extension move- 


ment is to reach the ignorant and the 
poor who may desire to obtain some 
odncat.on 
The theory assumes that 


tt»e extremes of ignorance and Intel- 
ligence in a communitj 
snouW be 


avoided, and the average character of 
all persons should be raised. The chain 
of democracy which holds «ocieiy to- 
gether is no stronger than its weakest 
fink. 
The Extension movement goes 


about looking up the weakest links 


The singular condition of Hawaii is 


ttat there is an al en population here 
of orer 60,000, and a considerable num- 
ber of them ere permanent residents 
who will, sooner or later, have some 


them to study those subjects which hn 
prove the social conditions. 


If University Extension refuses t 


reach out for these alien classes, whlc 
are, and moat, be a menace to th 
right social Jife here, and confines 
Itself to work among the numbers o 
the dominant class, is the theory of th 
movement correct so far as our own 
people are •concerned ? If the movemen 
ia confined to the Teutonic race is 1 
not narrowed, and does it not fall to 
aid in lessening the distance between 
the extremes of Ignorance and intelll 
gence? In defining the work to be 
done, in view of the one great question 
of the age: "What do the socla 
classes owe to each other?" we find 
that the peace and order and welfare 
of society is in a basket hanging by 
the chain of democracy1, and that in 
the strength of the links in that chain 
depends the well being. Every young 
Portuguese, every Chinaman and every 
Japanese makes a link in the chain. 


The conditions here are not found 


on the Mainland, because the majority 
of the people thpre have some under- 
standing of the nature of our political 
institutions, while here the great ma- 
lority do not. 


It may be said, truthfully, that Uni- 


versity extension is now utterly in- 
capable of tackling the matter of the 
education of the ignorant' classes here, 
with any prospect of "Immediate re- 
turns, ' in the presence of such condi- 
tions. But the movement, like that of 
the Roman church, must not regard 
time or immediate results. Nor do the 
sincere workers in it look to quick re- 
turns. 


Our material interests have created 


a condition here which the American 
people, jealous of their own soil, and 
looking to the good of their Common- 
wealths, have, through searching laws 
prevented. In spite of the profits which 
Asiatic immigration might bring to one 
class in the community, the nation has, 
rightly or wrongly Is not discussed, set 
its face steadily against permitting con- 
ditions which we have not hesitated to 
Invite.

WASHINGTON. ^ April 19.—Taking 


the form now operative in <the District 
rf Columbia as a basis, President Mc- 
Kinley purposes bnilddng a system of 
government In. Porto Rico that 'Will 
give the residents of the island the ful- 
est measure of self-control compat- 
>le with personal and {property seeur- 
ty. It is said that the President, as a 
matter of fact, wishes to have the dis- 
trict form of government applied to all 
our new possessions, modified in each 
caae to suit local requirements. The 
District of Columbia is governed by a 
toard of Commissioners appointed by 
tie President and subject to confirma- 
tion by -the Senate. This Board, al- 
ways under laws enacted by Congress, 
has entire control of the affairs of the 
istriet, appoints the heads of the var- 
ous department, who, to turn, select 
leir assistants and other subordinates 
own. to the men who clean the streets', 
t 10 now believed that the President 
will favor granting to residents of Por- 
to Rico at least limited suffrage, so far 
as local affairs are concerned, although 
hat plan, when tried in the District of 
Columbia, was not wholly satisfactory. 


Following ithe same general lines, 
ne of the Oomanlasioners for Porto 
Rico doubtless would be an officer of 
the Army Engineer Corps, one prob- 
ably representative of the educated and 
Toperty-owmlng class of the island, 
and if there are three members of the 
Commission the third probably will be 
an American. In municipal and other 
ocal affairs it is thought that the Pres- 
cient would recommend the exercise of 
lie voting privilege by residents, wkh 
educational and possibly property qual- 
flcations, as was proposed In the code 
>f laws formulated for Hawaii. In a 
eneral way, these are the Impres- 
ions conveyed by the President to the 
Porto Rican Commissioners >who called

Great and Enduring 8tr«ngrth of 


Tradition - Material Progreee- 


Evll of the Factory System, 


Rev. Dr. Gordon, oi Kyoto, f ave an 


interesting address on /the topic "Ob- 
stacles' to Christian Work In Japan," 
at 'the meeting ojf the Ministerial Union 
Sunday morning. The first obstacle 
mentioned was the factory system, as 
tataroduced into Japan from the United 
States and Europe. Hitherto the man- 
nUactnre of «repe, brocade and other 
enoh textile fabrics ftas been a house- 
hold Industry. The manufacturer would 
fcave ifrom five >to twenty weav- 
ers In 'his employ, living on tihe prem- 
ises as part of 'his household, for whom 
ke held himself responsible. The work 
hours were long, from sunrise till near 
midnight, >ut there was no very "lose 
confinement. There was opportunity 
for leisure, meals, jLor seeing friends, 
HOT release from work on occasion. 
Now, 
all Is changed. We (have brick 


factories, five and six stories high, with 
500 or 600 operators, closely confined 
to work for twelve -hours on a stretch, 
and then the night shift come on for 
the next twelve hours. Young men 
and women from the country are often 
Induced to 'enter the factories on false 
representations of 'the kind of work to 
be done and leisure enjoyed and wages 
paid. In <the (boarding nouses, where 
they are herded together, there is op- 
portunity for debauchery and hnmor- 
aHty^with little supervision cf 
tb.4 


character and conduct of the inmates. 
There is little opportunity also for 
frieaidly intercourse in (the way of mor- 
al instruction or religious -appeal. The 
operatives are too tired after 
their 


long 'hours of work for suoh conversa 
tion. As these abuses of the system

That vice ie not lessened by such legal 
supervision, -whatever may be the fact 
lav regard to the •dlmiamtdon, of disease 
from' that source. The little fbund of 
Christian believers are standing tip 
bravely against ail forms of immoral- 
ity. 


And even those who ore not Chris- 


tian 'believers, astute statesmen, busi- 
ness men, are deploring the spread of 
immorality, so ruinous to 'the national 
weKare. They attribute It to the utter 
absence of religious teaching in tihe 
Government schools. And to *hls want 
•f moral instruction they attribute also 
the spread of a spirit of insubordina- 
tion in #he mercantile marine, for in- 
stance. The Buddhist priests are not 
examples of pure Jives, and can hardly 
le expected to oppose immorality in 
•tiers. 


The (provisions of the revised treaty 


are going into effect July 1, and both 
Japanese and foreigners are looking 
forward with much anxiety to the ef- 
fects of the new arrangements. All 
foreigners are to come. under the juris- 
diction of tie Japanese Government. It 
is believed that tibia can be as safely 
trusted as Spain or Italy to deal fairly 
with a foreigner. The Japanese Gov- 
ernment, stimulated by the good work 
4one by some Christian chaplains in 
the Government prisons, are making 
special preparation for tihe reception of 
foreign criminals. Foreigners will have 
toe privilege of residing anywhere la 
Japan, and leasing property (for res- 
idences. This will be a decided advant- 
age in the prosecution of mission work 
though it remains to be seen (how they 
will be treated in districts where the 
population is extremely' ignorant, big- 
oted and superstitious. 


Of special interest was the settlement 


of the Dorhisha university Question. 
The property toad bean put into the 
hands of Japanese trustees. They 
/wanted to secure for the university the 
privileges that are accorded to the 
Government institutions of education, 
transfer' from tower to higher grades. 
exemption from conscription. Japanese 
law requires young men of 20 years to 
•erve 3 years in tihe army, and five 
years more in the reserve. But those 
engaged in study la Japanese Govern- 
ment ahoolfl or In foreign countries are 
exempt from tnl« conscription. To »e- 
•ure this, the Dorhiahe, trustees sought 
to eecnre Government recognition. To 
4o thi* they -were willing <o give up the 
distinctly GhrfeUan Influence ot the 
•obool. But to do tnto, they were 
«ft>lig«d to eet acide th» provision of 
the constitution •which, wfcen they ae- 
•epted tbt tnutee&hlp, &«y had de- 
•lored to "be unchangeable. Tbe Amer-

At the Christian church last evening 


Rev. W. A. Gardner, the pastor, pre- 
faced his sermon with a brief address 
on cremation, substantially as follows: 


"The majority of the race Is con- 


trolled by habit, fashion or sentiment 
We boast of our "God given reason," 
yet few are led by it: Like the Chi- 
nese, who- for generations have worn 
the queue, we go on doing many things 
that our fathers did, with no more rea- 
son for them than-the Chinaman has 
lor wearing the appendage to his head: 
yet like the Mongolian, we cling as 
tenaciously to them as though they 
were necessary to our life. 


"I am thoroughly convinced the prop- 


er way to dispose of our dead is by 
Incineration but a large number of in- 
telligent people are opposed *o it The 
opposition is not because of any sub- 
stantial reason they have against it 
but because they are influenced by 
{habit, fashion, or sentiment, at least 
"hose are the things which for years 
caused me to oppose cremation. 


"When, it was first proposed to es- 


tablish crematories In the United States 
I condemned it because I believed in- 
cineration to be horrible If not un- 
ehristlan. To me, as to many others 
•who have not carefully considered the 
subject, the thing seemed hideous and 
terrible. 


"Some years ago I superintended the 


removal of the bodies of some of my 
friends from a family'to a city cemete- 
ry. I had previously thought, in an in- 
different way, of the slow decay of the 
ibody and its consumption by worms 
but when I saw the condition of those 
(remains, which had been in the ground 
from six to thirty years, the horrors of 
cremation seemed very insignificant 
compared to that of a casket filled with 
thousands of loathsome worms feeding 
upon the decaying flesh. 


"If the disposition of our dead Is a 


tmatter of sentiment, then a careful 
consideration of the facts wHl certainly 
make that sentiment favorable to in- 
cineration. 


"If we consider the repulsiveness of

in tihe boilers of .the ' United States 
army transport Newport was the cause 
of that belated vessels long trip from 
San Francisco. She (arrived yesterday 
shortly before noon to good shape after 
her ten-day "trip with, no especial In- 
cident saving the accident as above. 


Havdng no cargo belo*w and "toe 500 


and odd soldiers filling <uj> between 
decks caused a Tolling of the vessel, ex- 
posing and melting the plugs, wnlch 
are placed in the boilers by the United 
States inspectors. It was necessary to 
slow down itwlce after leaving 
San 


Francisco, on the third day out about 
seventeen hours, and on the fourth day 
nearly as long a time. After tola the 
Newport came along at fair speed. The 
delay does not reflect on the engineer's 
department, as ithe style of the Boilers 
does not permit any 
change^ being 


made such as would .prevent a similar 
accident under like conditions. Chief 
Engineer IHxon is complimented by all 
on the successful and speedy repairs 
while at sea.

Yards—Th« Lines-Mast. 


Th* Shamrock. 


NEW TORK—These are busy days 


In the Herreshoff shipyards at Bristol, 
iB. L, for a new cup defender la being 
built 
, 
* 


It is almost as hard to get Inside the 


yards as it is to see the Czar of Russia, 
Guards are everywhere; at the gate 
stand several; at different parts of the 
yaids are several more, and an a"rmy 
guards the portals of the shop where 
Morgan's new racing yacht Is being 
built. 


But In spite of all this, people get in 


and bring out the information they 
wish. And as It happens, this is the 
information wanted by the public. 


When the prospects for an interna- 


tional yacht race for the America's cup 
became a fact, and the probability ol 
building a new craft to represent the 
New York Yacht Club formed the prin- 
cipal topic of conversation among 
yachtsmen, Designer Nat Herreshott 
made the statement that, should he be 
commissioned to build the new boat, he 
•was prepared to guarantee an increase 
of speed over the Delenaer of 1895 of 
•ix minutes over a thirty-mule course. 
From reliable data that have been re- 
ceived from yachtsmen who have kept 
oo close touch with <C. Oliver Iselin and 
others >who have bad access to the 
yard where the new yacht is being 
built it can be stated 'that when the 
big cup defender is tuned up to cvncert 
pitch she will make good the prophecy 
of the noted designer. 


Nearly three months ago a well- 


known naval architect said that he 
thought Herresbofl would probably 
take the lines of the Defender as a 
basis upon which to work, and that an 
increase of speed could be evolved from- 
her model by the simple process of 
lowering and augmenting the amount 
of lead in her keel, thereby increasing 
tile draugjot x*f the vessel and giving 
her a greater amount of stability. This 
improvement alone would give great 
Bail-carrying capacity, and it will be re- 
membered that it was by such improve- 
ments that greater speed was obtained 
in ithe Defender when compared to the 
Vigilant and Colonia. 


Trustworthy information has been 


gleaned that Herreshoff has worked- 
malnly. on these lines, as a comparison 
,with the principal dimensions of the 
Defender win show: 


The over-all length of the new boat 


will be 131 feet 4 inches, or 7 feet 4 in- 
ches longer than the champion of 1895. 
She will also have eleven and a half 
inches more beam, one foot greater 
draught and nearly 2000 more square 
•feet of duck in her working sails. She 
•rtl 
have a trifle more displace- 


ment than the old Defender. Her com- 
plete sail spread will not be far from 
12,500 square feet 


Tobin bronze and nickeled steal 


are the sole materials used in the con- 
struction of the hall of the new de- 
fender, the latter, being used for the 
topsides, with tine underbody of bronze. 
The experiment of the Defender has 
proved that aluminium is not the pro- 
per thing for topsides of a big sailing 
yacht It is compelled to bear a great 
deal of strain and becomes weakened 
through the action of salt water and 
air, and is especially bad when used in 
conjunction with another metal that 
will generate galvanic action. For thia 
reason aluminum has been discarded in 
the construction of the new boat, '.nd 
through the extra weight of the st»ol 
as compared to the light"'- metal her 
hull will be somewhat heavier thin 
that of the Defender. 


Tobin bronze, which will sheathe the 


nnderbody or wetted surface, is the 
lightest and smoothest that the manu- 
facturers have as yet made, and it will 
b« riveted to the frame* In 4he *&me 
manner M on the older boat The 
bronze will be pot on in five *trake», 
•even-fortieths of an inch thick, and 
the steel toptides will be worked on in 
two ctrajceft, «*oh one-qoarter of »o 
tacfc thick. She will not have at much 
freeboard as «b« Defender, bat will 
tun » crown to her deck of ten inches. 


In bolkUog the new boat Oeiigner 


H«rre»boff will not depart materially 
from tb« dMtg-Q of tb* Defender. The 
frun«« in the watot are toe MJD« cite, 
S by 2V4 by"4 iocbe*, a* ow4 In the 
oW champion, as are atoo those that 
are M* up in tb« ov«rtoaat» forward 
aa) aft.

The 
oew yacht will al*o bare two atMd oot- 
ilttoc frottjaadf, o&« at tti* 


«ad of tihe water aine and the other 
Just aft of the rudder post. 


The meat will be stepped twenty- 


seven feet six inches aft of the face 
of the stem at the load water line, and 
the frame directly under it has been 
crowned eo as to let the mast fit down 
in the bury, thus making the step ad- 
ditionally jstrong and rigid. The sec- 
tpnal view ot the midship section is 
an improvement on that the Defender. 
The greater beam permits of a rounder 
turn to the bilge and the form la wider 
both at the deck and the water line 
than that of the older craft and shows 
a marked "tumble home." Tie shape 
possesses more natural stability and, 
coupled with tie lowering ot th» l«ad 
keel, explains how the designer work- 
ed to obtain greater power and abili- 
ty to carry additional saiL 


The line of the deck shows a trifle 
less sheer than the Defender, and the 
.oes of the entrance forward of tie 
midship section are fuller, making an 
easier turn to the frames and a longer 
floor on which to sail when heeled to 
a breeze, and will have a. tendency to 
sail over the water rather than to 
drive through it The lines of the run 
have been refined a trifle, but do not 
differ materially from those of the De- 
fender. Nor ia there any marked dif- 
ference in the breadth of the lead 
keels of the two boats. The extreme 
width, where the -lead met <the under- 
body of the Defender, was twenty-four 
inches, which has been reduced to 
twenty-one inches to the new craft, 
and the bulb of both is about the same, 
nearly three feet. The new boat's lead 
casting is nearly two feet deeper than 
that of the old champion and weighs 
in the' vicinity of ninety-five tons, or 
about ten tons more than the De- 
fender's. 


In displacement, Commodore Mor- 


gan's boat will be between six and 
seven tons heavier than the Defender, 
which, with the new design and Tar- 
ions other improvements, will practi- 
cally be that much weight as ballast. 
A new feature is a statement that the 
new defender will be equipped with a 
steel mast as well as other spars, and 
the Defender will also haVe a metal 
mast to replace the Oregon pine stick 
that she carried in the races of 1895. 
The mast for the new boat will be of 
thin plates of steel riveted to longitu- 
dinal braces on the inside and will 
show the same smooth, cylindrical 
surface as did the steel boom and gaff 
of the old Defender. It -will (be twenty- 
one inches in diameter at the deck and 
will be a great deal lighter and strong- 
er than the wooden stick of the old 
yacht, which measured about seventy- 
five inches in circumference at the 
deck. 


As far as can be discovered, this will 


be the first steel mast ever used in a 
yacht on this side of the Atlantic, and 
it Is an experiment that will be care- 
fully watched by all naval architects. 
It is understood, however, that a com- 
plete set of wooden spars will be made 
in case of an emergency, but no break- 
down is anticipated for the reason that 
steel spars have received a thorough 
test by vessels in the merchant marine, 
where structural iweakness would be 
equally dangerous to life and property. 
The spars for the two yachts are being 
built at Bristolr and will be braced 
with bulbed steel angles. 


A comparison between the known 
dimensions of *he new defender and 
Sir Thomas Lipton's challenging yacht 
Shamrock shows that the American 
boat will be 3 feet 4 inches longer over 
all, with about the sanie water line, 
and two feet more beam than the cup 
hunter. Both will have bronze nnder- 
body plating, but the Royal Ulster 
Club's representative will have top- 
sides of aluminum and a pine deck 
over a bronze sheathing. 
Little has 


been learned of the tetter's design, al- 
though it is known that the yacht is 
well under wayT^ 


The building of the Shamrock by 


Thornycrof t at his •yard on the Thames 
ihas modified to a great degree <bhe con- 
tempt that marked the comments of 
the English papers relative to Sir 
Thomas Upton's yacht and a greab 
deal of interest in her ia being shown, 
if reports from the other side are to be 
believed. Will Fife has mot received 
the greatest opportunity to display al* 
ability in the largest class. With the 
exception of the Alias, which, by the 
way, 
is one of the fastest of the fleet 


under certain conditions, he has not 
been represented at all in the 100-ton 
class. He is, however, the leader in 
the forty and twenty tonners, its pro- 
ducts having won the largest ""share of 
valuable trophies against yachts by 
Watson and other of the crackerjacks.

With, the Cotonia, Qulasetta 
and a few others of tlie nome fleet in 
comnrfasion H is hardly akely that 
they will carry many of the big tro- 
pblas back to old Albion.

A Quartermaster Who 


Has a Fine Record.

Major Cloman was 
finally''selected as a member of the 
faculty athletic committee, the greatest 
token of the students' esteem. 


Old army officers tell an interesting 


anecdote of Major Cloman. It was up 
in the Indian country. An uprising 
of the Sioux seemed imminent At last 
the feeling ran so high that an Indian 
cruelly3 murdered one of the soldiers 
and returned to his camp where he 
was secreted by the tribe. A company 
of soldiers was marched to the camp 
to take the murderer. After repeated 
threats the hut in which he was hiauen 
was pointed out. The additional in- 
formation was furnished that the In- 
dian was fully armed and would put 
op a hard fight. Quickly Ehe second 
lieutenant saluted the commanding 
officer and asked permission to take the 
Indian. Reluctantly the officer granted 
the permission to the apparently fool- 
hardy soldier. Straight into the hut 
went the hero. There was the sound of 
a scuffle and the company dash for- 
ward. It was not needed, however, for 
out of the hut came the uoughty Iteu- 
tenant dragging after him the terrifies 
murderer. The Indian was hung and 
the threatened uprising was headed off 
The man who made the capture was 
Sidney A. Cloman. 


Major daman is still a first lieuten- 


ant in the .regular service. .His pre- 
sent rank as ifiajor is i£ the volun- 
teers. He went to Manila with the 
first expedition and was there during 
all the fighting.
